It seens to me that Central Intelligence Agency ought to ce 
have more direct contact with the Army and the Navy and the dir Force: ‘ 
and as I see it om the chart here, it is pretty well set aside and 
goes only to the Fresident. what is the reason for that? 


. ADMIRAL SHERMAN: Well, sir, this diagram shows the primary 
control of the Central Intelligence Agency through the Hational Security 
Counell which, of course, is responsible to the President. Bat, of 
course, the Central Intelligence Agency, by its detailed direative, 
takes information in fren the military services and also supplies then 
with information. 


In other words, it ts a staff agency and controlled through 
the National Security Council, which is supported by the ailitary 
services, and in turn, supports then. 


SENATOR TYDINGS: It seems to me that of course they would 
diffuse such information as a matter of orderly procedure to the Aray. 
Navy and Air Force, as they collected the information and as thay 
deened it pertinent. sub I would feel a little more secure about it 
if there were a line running from that agency to the War Depertment, 
the Navy Department, and the Air Force, rather than have it go up 
through the President and back again. Because the President is a 
rather busy man, and while he has control over it, one of ita functiors, 
it seeus to ma, cught to be to have a closer tie-in with the three 
services than the chart indicates. 


&DETRAL SHERMAN: Well, sir, that ia the trouble with the

has members of the three departments, the Secretary of National Sefense, 
the Central Intelligence igency, who collaborates very closely with 
Military and Haval intelligence, and there are a good many other 
cross-relationships.
